Dehli, India, Dec., 23»-Lord Hardinge, viceroy of 


India, aged 52, was wounded today in the shoulder 
by a bomb thrown at his elephant, from a housetop 
on the occasion of the vice-regal durbar, signifying 
the formal removal of the Indian capital from Calcut- 
ta to Delhi. , 


Lady Hardinge, who was on the elephant with the 


viceroy, was unhurt but fainted during the excite- 
ment. A native attendant, holding a large parasol 
over the couple, was instantly killed. 


The bomb was evidently filled with small pieces of steel and 


one of these pierced the viceroy's 'shoulder but the wound is not 
believed dangerous, it was said, at the hospital.

This woqld assuredly precipitate a pretty mess, as every pub- 


lisher knows, that nine times out of ten, the person claiming to 
be libeled by an article is violently insistent on making a correc- 
tion that carries a libel upon some, one else.

ro respectable newspaper is given to printing false news, as 


s'matter at ehoicc. H seeks only the truth, and if it varies there- 
from, it is becauso it has been mis'mfonne.d or deceived, The pub- 
lication business is founded on the same broad lines as any other, 
honesty, truthfulness and enterprise. 
Habitual lying and defam- 


ation arc uot ?5iets to it. It must have Ihe confidence nnd good 
will of the public to reach that success nnd influence, which every 
newspaper strives for. 


A REGULATOR~NEEDED. 


By vole last September, Ohio adopted the initiative snd ref- 


erendum. Already individuals and associations with hobbies and 
theories have set about to exploit them throng!, tho new means 
thus provided and a nnnihcr of petitions calling for the applica- 
tion of the additional law-making appliance are being circulated. 
This condition suggests there should be some hamper put on the 
devising of petitions, anci especially the matter of securing sig- 
natures to them. 


In this regard, the plan proposed by William J. Bryan seems 


'best devised to prevent the referendum from being 'degenerated 
into a common nuisance. His idea is, tlmt petitions should not be 
circulated, in the-\enso that their, promoters lie ill wait for the 
careless voter and "tackle" him for his 
signature, 
which 
the 


chances are altogether he will heedlessly get. Instead, Mr. Bryan 
would have the petitions distributed at certain convenient points, 
where those favoring their provisions could sign them voluntar- 
ily, anO, to further make them on honest and sincere, expression 
of the petitioners, he would prevent any personal urging or 
re- 


Quest to sign. 


It is of such common knowledge, as to he a matter or rather 


gross joke, that the average citizen will sign any paper presented 
lo him, and the Bryan plan would take from 
petitions the re- 


proach, that they were filled through utter indifference, or care- 
lessness,
